H is enacted b>/ ihc General Anffmbly as 


follows : 
SEOTIOX 1, George H. Norman, 
of the 


city of Newport, his heirs nnd ns.sigua, are 
hereby authorized, for tho purpose of sup-

Admiral Porter has written a letter to

to uiu, as my eyes had never looked upon 
Kuch n sight beforo. 
In size, all tho way 


from that of uii ordinary Damson to a fair 
sized heu's egg. Color, from nearly white 
to fireon, ved, pink, light and dark purple. 
Time of ripening, Aug. 20 to Oct. 20. 


In production of eggs tho hens pay a 


good profit, in cultivation thoy save hand 
work, in (lest rue I ion of curculip thoy have- 
saved the plums and thus have fulfilled 
thoir mission. I think it would not bo wise 
to attempt lo utilize hen labor unless they 
were confinc-d, as they are not particularly 
fond of curculio, and probably would not 
destroy them if allowed to roam where more 
P'llatablo in.r;ccta were to be had. 
I havo 


thrown tho ctirculio to a lot of hens; the 
first picked it up and dropped it, tho second 
did likewise, but tho third came along and 
put the Htilo follow beyond the reach of 
plums. 


Rut for this ono obstacle no fruit is more 


easily grown than the plum, and if a little 
further trial shall confirm my opinion of tbe 
feasibility of plum growing, I shrill be rich- 
ly repaid for tho experience. 


Any one who keeps ft dozen bens can 


easily have plums for family use, for hens 
will do quite as well for the shade of tho 
ireea, and at tha samo time Keep the trees- 
well fertilized.—["O. W. H.," in Scientific

VALUES OF CATTLE POODS. 


There is au enormous difference in tlu 


values of cattle foods used in this country, 
both for fattening, nud for labor suBtenta 
tion. This differoues is mainly duo to tho 
varying amounts of water and nitrogenous 
substances they contain. Tolto tho differ 
ence iii tho mauurial value, for illustration, 
between two kinds of oil producing seeds, 
liusoed and cotton seed, after the eipressiou 
of the oil. 
The worth of the manure from 


a ton of linseed cake is about §17.50 in the 
New England markets; that from a ton of 
cotton seed cake Is worth nearly $24.000. 
The value iu based upon its use when fed to 
fattening animals. If fed to working oxen 
and milch cows, it falls to about half this 
value. The amount of labor and milk ob. 
tainod will be in proportion to iho relative 
value of the mauurial experiment. All foods 
that hold a largo amount of water.liko roots, 
potatoes, apples, etc., have comparatively 
a small value as fattening or working foods. 
Tho percentage of nitrogenons and phos- 
phate substances is eo small that largo quan- 
tities must be consumed to produce desirable 
results. The percentage of water iu sev- 
eral of our most ordinary fooda is as fol- 
lows : —

Cattle foods should be selected with ref- 


ereucb to tho ends desired in their uso, and 
the relative cost of tho sauie. Foods for 
work, for milk, for fattening, should, ho bet- 
ter understood among farmers. The time 
will come when science will be applied to 
the use of cattle foods nod it will be of im- 
mense service to the cattle industry of the 
country.—[Boston Journal of Chemistry.
